Damp Stamps Damned 


A Nyasaland correspondent of The 
Australian Stamp Monthly writes an 
amusing letter of a recent post office 
problem at Zomba: 

“The public of Nyasaland are de- 
lighted to see the last of the Leopard 
stamps as, owing to stocks at the G.P.O. 
having got damp, they stuck to the red 
blotting paper and would not adhere to 
letters after being sold to the public. It 
was thought at first that Messrs. Water- 
low & Sons were to blame for faulty 
gumming, but it is now rumored that 
a new strong-room at the G.P.O., Zomba, 
was used too soon with the result that 
stamps got stuck to the inter-leaving 
sheets. 

The post offices all supplied bottles of 
gum on the counter for the convenience 
of the public, and native messengers got 
so used to pasting stamps on letters 
that is was hard to convince them that 
the new Coronation stamps were self- 
adhering.” 





Old Pig Bank 





Leave it to our friends below the Rio 
Grande to think up something new in 
postage stamp designs. There has just 
been issued a 10-centavo stamp labeled 
“Ahorros” and picturing a plump animal 
with a handle bolted to his back and 
a gaping slit in his side. It is the old 
familiar pig savings bank but as yet we 
do not get the significance of it as a 
stamp design. Perhaps it is intended 
that the picture will promote a sense of 
thriftiness among the Mexicans. 

This stamp might well be a compan- 
ion piece to the Anderson fairy tale 
stamps of Denmark and if the idea of 
picturing toys and children’s story char- 
acters becomes popular a nice little side- 
line collection might be developed from 
the items. 





Scadta Reinstated 





According to a bulletin just received 
from Perrone and Campana the Luft- 
hansa subsidiary, the Scadta Company, 
has received authority from the author- 
ities of Ecuador to re-establish its serv- 
ice into the main cities of Ecuador. The 
government retains the right to use the 
machines in case of war as well as other 
provisions. Philately will be enriched 
with the possible new air post stamps to

There has been a considerable amount 
of “beefing” levied at the designs of 
these stamps, but then growls are heard 
in any line of endeavor. 

Post office officials are attempting to 
present the best product available to the 
collectors with the means they have at 
hand, and will continue to do so. Every 
attempt is being made to fashion pic- 
torially perfect designs and any sugges- 
tion for improvement is gladly received. 

From some quarters the question has 
been asked, why a Virginia Dare stamp? 

In regard to this we can hastily ana- 
lyze the idea behind the entire stamp 
issuing program of the Post Office De- 
partment. The commemorative output 
is a philatelic pattern of American his- 
tory in chronological review taking in 
the political, military and geographical 
growth of these United States. 

Virginia Dare was a milestone in the 
early history of the United States, gene- 
alogically speaking, and in order to make 
the entire scope complete, such a stamp 
more or less should be included. 

American history depicted on the com- 
memorative stamps of the United States 
follows:— 

1492, Discovery of America. 1535, 
Discovery of the Pacific Southwest. 
1587, Establishment of the English Col- 
ony on Roanoke Island. 

1607, Founding of Jamestown, Va.

Recalls Old Stamps 





An attractive pictorial set being offered 
by most dealers is the Austrian issue 
commemorating a century of navigation 
on the Danube River. | Nearly every col- 
lector has heard mention of the Danube 
Steam Navigation Company but prob- 
ably few have seen the postage stamps 
that were used by this concern. The 
stamps are not listed in the Standard 
Catalogue but advanced collectors have 
shown considerable interest in them. 

Until late in the last century when 
railroad development made headway in 
the Danubian countries, the Danube Riv- 
er provided one of the chief channels 
of transportation. Serbia, — Roumania, 
Austria, Hungary and Bulgaria border on 
the stream and the navigation company, 
controlled by Austria-Hungary, became 
of international importance through its 
carriage of a large part of the mails of 
these countries. Austrian stamps were 
used on mail originating in the dual 
monarchy but for mail posted elsewhere 
along its routes and never passing over 
Austria or Hungary, the stearnship com- 
pany provided special stamps. Four of 
the adhesives were available, each bear- 
ing the inscription Donau Dampfsch-

oval enclosing the numeral of value and 
two anchors. The stamps have been 
counterfeited extensively. 

The genuine stamps are lithographed 
on thin, white wove paper, perforated 
942. Perforating usually is poor. The 
wavy lines that compose the background 
of the design, outside the oval, continue 
to the edge of the stamp where they 
stop short without a boundary line. The 
outer oval is formed of two lines, the in- 
ner one being much the thinner of the 
two. The letters of the inscription do 
not touch this thin line of the outer oval 
at any point. The circle around the 
numeral of value is a thick, zig-zag line 
between two similar but thin ones. Both 
the anchors are well drawn. The flukes 
of the anchors are distinct as are the 
cables twisted around their shanks. There 
is a large period after the value numeral. 
The period after the first small k in the 
upper inscription is fairly round but 
after the second k it more nearly resem- 
bles a diamond. The period after the pr 
is square as is the one after GESELL- 
SCHAFT. The middle tongue of the E 
of ERSTE is placed centrally in the 
letter. 

The thin, inner line of the outer oval 
is unbroken at any point. Bottoms of all 
the letters which end in straight strokes 
are square. The top of the T of GES- 
ELLSCHAFT, above the cross bar, is as 
thick as that part of the lower stroke 
which touches the bar; the lower stroke 
being slightly wedge shaped and thickest 
at the bottom. This description applies 
to all four stamps.

The designs have been 
chosen, but the values have not yet been 
decided.

Of all the recent commemoratives is- 
sued it is my opinion that more pre- 
canceling was executed on this ugly 
duckling than on any of the other com- 
mems.

Two reasons 
account for the extensive precancelling 
of this stamp. One was that it was a 
large issue, it partly supplanted the reg- 
ular issue. The other reason was its size, 
a small size stamp is easy to handle 
and does not hold up things in the mail- 
ing department. Too, we think that the 
PMs, trying to be patriotic or maybe 
democratic, pushed the precancelling so 
that the public would get a view of these 
stamps wherever possible. The fact that 
quite a few were precancelled with the 
printed types leads us to think that they 
were used in the regular course of busi- 
ness.

mistake of limiting them to a chosen 
few. If the issues are sold to collectors 
who attend expositions and later from a 
philatelic agency the sheets will remain 
popular, but if put into the hands of a 
committee who is trying to line their 
pockets, we are sure that collecting of 
sheets will not last long. 


Sheets of mint United States issued 
for the past five years are extremely 
hard to sell here and collectors or hoard- 
ers who have tried to dispose of them 
in the past six months are discouraged. 
This applies to the commemoratives. We 
could see this thing coming a year ago 
and now it has arrived. Some who have 
been hard pressed for cash have been 
forced to sell to dealers who deal in post- 
age at below face. Of course those who 
have Norse-Americans or stamps further 
back have no reason to be concerned. 
That class of material will always be 
good. 


We can see a decided increase in the 
collecting of covers jn this market, both 
United States and foreign. The scramble 
for first day covers of the Coronations 
in London was something unprecedented. 
It resembled the stock market and some 
of the excitement came over here. 





Gilbert N. Plass writing about “Coro- 
nation First Days” in Linn’s states that 
we were in error in our “Broadway Chat- 
ter” of July 17, in that Nuie was issued 
on June 1. He is correct as we meant 
Cook Islands was issued on that date. 
We have seen many letters from the 
postmaster at Port Moresby, Papua, that 
he would not service covers, and collec- 
tors receiving covers from that place 
are in luck.

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Clways A Way Fe Get What You Want 


In a recent issue of this magazine, I 
advised all collectors to join a philatelic 
society. Since then, several readers 
have written to me on the subject, 
either asking for advice or pointing out 
what they consider are faults—or de- 
fects—in many societies. It is not for 
me to express an opinion on the man- 
agement of any society, but a few obser- 
vations with an idea of assisting those 
who want to have some interest in a 
philatelic society may not be out of 
place. 

For instance, one of our readers says 
he feels a real need for the company of 
enthusiastic collectors but happens to 
live far from any meeting place, con- 
sequently membership would not give 
him the benefits he craves. And a large 
number of collectors are similarly placed. 
However, there are ways and means 
of enjoying the company of other col- 
lectors without joining any existing so- 
ciety. 

What is wrong with the suggestion 
that the collector creates a society for 
himself? Now, this is a simple busi- 
ness and any keen collector who is de 
barred—by distance or otherwise—fron 
joining the ordinary society, can easily 
form one on his own account. 

Some years ago, the writer lived many 
miles from a philatelic society, and 
badly wanted to meet other collectors, 
but it was not considered worthwhile to 
make frequent train journeys of some 
length in order to get in touch with 





fellow collectors. ‘“‘Why not,” I asked |

myself, “have a society of your own?” 
The idea seemed a good one—but, how 
to get members? 


Obviously, there must be collectors in 
the vicinity of my home and the best 
and speediest way to make my project 
known to them was through the local 
paper. I therefore inserted an adver- 
tisement and let it run for several weeks. 
It was to the effect that I was anxious 
to get in touch with several serious col- 
lectors with the sole idea of forming a 
small philatelic society. The first in- 
sertion brought no replies. I was a trifle 
disappointed, but soon after the second 
appeared I had a visit from a doctor 
who lived quite near and whom I had 
no idea was a collector. I explained 
my plans to him with the result that 
he at once joined with me. And so it 
went on, until in two or three months 
I had my desired membership—-twelve 
keen collectors. I hope that from this 
you will know how to start your so 
ciety. 


In my case, I had no rules; indeed, 
lack of formality was the secret of the 
great success of this venture. Just a 
few words about the size of your so- 
ciety. Don’t let membership exceed 
twelve—the reason for this limitation 
will become obvious after your society 
is established. 


I dare say you are now wondering 





where your meetings could be held? In 
a small society, such as we have in mind, 
it is quite unnecessary to hire a room 
for meetings. We held our meetings at 
home, in turn, arranging them so that 
in the course of a year each member 
would be visited twice by all the other 
members. Subscriptions (initiation fees 
and dues) may be necessary, or they 
may not; it all depends on whether 
there are any expenses to meet. In my 
own case, there were none. For meet- 
ings, one needs lighting and heat, but 
these are details the cost of which may 
or may not be borne by the society. 
Usually the householder entertaining 
takes care of them as part of his ordi- 
Mary expenditure. 


From the foregoing, it has been ex- 
plained how any collector desirous of 
doing so may quite easily form his own 
society. If you think the matter over, 
I am sure you will agree that there is 
nothing to prevent you enjoying your 
own meetings, and I earnestly and hon- 


estly recommend the idea to all who 
collect alone. 
I hope this little article will assist 


many collectors. If only they will give 
it a trial it will soon be evident that 
they have missed a lot by collecting 
alone. Get busy and start your society. 

In conclusion, I express the hope that 
the idea is taken up, spreads, and be- 
comes active all over the country—in 
fact, all over the world—the benefit to 
philately and philatelists obviously would 
be immense.
